REFUSES TO SION UII.L FOR COM- 
I'l I. SORT EDUCATION OF DEAF 
AND DEFECTIVE CHlbbli, 

Hiirffor.i (Viiounl, May 11, 1916. 

Governor Marcus II. Holcomb 
sent, in his first veto message yester- 
day. The bill, which oiiginated iu 
the Senate, related to the education 
Of deaf children and was vetoed be- 
cause, under it, parents might be 
made criminally liable through no 
fault of their own. The message 
follows: — 
To the Honorable Senate: — 

1 have the honor to return here- 
with, without my approval, Senate 
Bill No. 362, entitled "An act con- 
cerning the attendance of deaf and 
1 ive children at school." 
This act provides that the parents 
or guardian of any child between 
the ages of 7 and 16 who, by reason 
of defective hearing or speech, is 
unable to be taught in the public 
schools, shall cause such a child to 
attend a public or private school for 
the education of the deaf, or shall 
cause him or her to be taught by a 
private tutor or governess; that the 
school officers in the various towns 
shall annually report the names of 
all such children to the State Board 
of Education; that the State shall 
pay the necessary cost of transpor 
tat ion of any such child, subject to 
.pproval of the State Board of 
Education, when the parents or 
guardian are not able to do so; and 
it imposes upon such paieate or 
guardian a flue for each week such 
child is not caused to attend school, 
or taught by a tutor or governess, 
to be imposed in criminal proceed- 
ings. 

There are no public schools for 
the deaf in this State. There are 
two private schools, the American 
School for the Deaf and the Mystie 
Oral School. Both of these ■ 
are, at present, practically filled 
their capacity. If there are now 
any appreciable number of deaf 
children not now in school, they 
must, under this act, either be sent 
oat of the State or educated by pri- 

. at a large expense 
their parents or guardians. 
By Chapter 47 of the Puhb. 
•11, the governor is authorized 
to appoint deaf ehildiou as pupils 
in institutions for the education of 
the deaf, and to contract with such 
institutions for the support, care 
and education of "persons ap- 
pointed under this act." Contracts 
arc now In force with both institu- 
tions for the education of the deaf 
in this State. But only poisons who 
can come within the terms of those 
con i racts, so as to impose the oqet 
their education ujh>u th, 
those whom Hie Governor has ap- 
pointed. It does not lie in the 
power of any parent to enter a ohild 
within the control of these institu- 
tions under sueh conditions that the 
i will bear the cost. 
Unless, then, the parents or guar- 
dians of deaf children not now in 
school send them out of the State, or 
secure private tutors foi them, they 
are rendeied liable to a criminal 
penalty for not sending them to 
school, when there is, practically 
speaking, no school to which send 
them, and when, whatever be the 
financial ability of such parents or 
guardian, they must themse 
provide for the relatively high t 
of education at such institutions.

Tin 
be only too natural, but it, generally, 
was more "Whai he N. A. I). 

do with Our money''" than merely, 
"What do we get for it:"' As yet, 
they may know too little about the 
Association or their responsibility as 
members. Suppose they do know, 
they will eventually want to know, 
what a committee is for, if not to ob- 
tain results, — yet, they must be forc- 
ed to acknowledge a certain seuse of 
helplessness. For so long, all the 
N. A. D. affairs have been virtually 
in the hands of those few alone who 
happen to have the distinction of a 
college degree to their names, and 
who, to them, seem to have formed 
a sort caste. The til t when 

they would blindly trust for guid- 
ance in their affairs to these few. 
Not that there is less respect now a- 
days for great learning , they simply 
are learning to get up on their own 
" hind legs." They'll certainly 
cide for themselves whether to stay 
in or to drop out. Nothing goes 



assure them that we shall all be on 
equal terms, that a Nad is judged 
by the fruits of his labors, that the 
greatest of us shall be censured, or 
praised, even as the humblest of us. 
It is the "democracy" of it that ap- 
peals. The ignorance or "timid- 
ness" of these new members is no 
fault of their own. If they drop 
out, the N. A. D. alone will be to 
blame.

Marshal Bache- 
berle, of Southern Ohio, begged 
Union printing offices to decline to 
turn out any cards or circulars for 
"deaf" beggars. I expect my 
brothers of Seattle, Typo No. 202, 
to introduce a measure on that 
source at the forthcoming National 
Convention, of the Typographical 
Union in Los Angeles, this summer. 
If any reader of this is a Union prin- 
ter, let him ask his Union to in- 
struct its delegates to support this 
proiwsed measure. Bacheberle pro- 
poses to place neatly printed cards, 
about six by nine, in saloons, manu- 
facturing plants, beer gardens, etc., 
giving warning of Impostors — this 
at his own expense. 

There are many other active work- 
ers in Ohio, each doing his or her 
small share. On the whole, the 
State is pretty thoroughly covered. 
Would that every State could claim 
as much. 

Brother, can yours? If not, WHY 
NOT? 

And now a timely word of en- 
treaty to all, whether on the Im- 
postor Bureau or not. Get your 
State President to place an hour or 
more on the forthcoming State con- 
vention at the disposal of the State 
Chief and his aides. Have them 
prepare a diversified program on 
the topic, covering every point 
thoroughly. Write your President 
now, to-day, and he will assuredly 
not refuse if he sees the crying need 
of the deaf of his State is to adopt 
one universal policy of dealing with 
ini|K).stors, learning how to report, 
expose, and otherwise deal with 
them.

The Ideal Teacher. 

The ideal pupil numbers among 
his most conitnondabie 1 character- 
istics the desire to learn. Similarly, 
and as » necossaiy corollary to this, 
the ideal teacher must, first of all, 
be one who desires to teach, one 
who delights to teach as an artist 
delights to paint or as a sprinter 
enjoys running a race 

It is the theory with many per- 
sons that an ideal teacher's most 
essential requisite is a wide and 
profound knowledge of men and 
things, but a moment's reflection 
ought to show the error of such a 
view, It is better that a teacher 
should not, know so much than that 
he should be inept at imparting to 
others what he does know. Of 
course, It is desirable that ho be 
fairly well infoimed, at least, but 
a prime essential la ability to teach 
as well as to enjoy. teaching. 

Next on the list, of his several 
abilities and qualifications should be 
sympathy with his pupils, by which 
is meant the capacity to take the 
learner's viewpoint. It is a serious 
lack in many an otheiwise good 
teacher that he cannot put himself 
in the pupil's place. Hecanuot un- 
derstand nor appreciate tho condi- 
tions and motives that influence the 
immature mind. lie Judges every- 
thing by his own far larger and wid- 
er experience, with the result that 
he is continually misjudging the 
pupil and setting up a wall between 
himself ami the one he is instruct- 
ing. It is distinctly to the disad- 
vantage of both that such a state ol 
affairs should arise, if the reader 
will look back to his own school 
days, he will have no trouble in 
recalling many Inst a nt O SS where old- 
er heads have erred in passing 
judgment on what was pissing 
through youngei heads, and may 
have doue so from the best of mo- 
tives, but unfortunately from an 
erroneous standpoint, with the 
result that unjustifiable conclusions 
were reached. Tho circumstances 
may have been Insignificant In them- 
selves, but they served to widen 
any breach that may have existed 
previously between teacher and 
taught and made more difficult that 
feeling of comradeship which should 
exist in the Ideal school. 

Not least in the qualifications of 
the ideal teacher we should put a 
saving sense of humor. Ii in worth 
while in any vocation in life, but 
in the teacher it is surely almost it 
not quite a SUM (jua m»i It eu 
allies him to get enjoyment out of 
situations, which otherwise tend 
only to vexation and weariness. 
The teacher deficient in apprecia- 
tion of the humorous side of life, 
has much time and abundant op 
portunity for useless fretting and 
worrying over trifles, and invariably 
occupied a large part of the time 
in that sort of profitless exercise. 
Life is short enough any way ; why 
use up any portion of it in this 
way? 

The ideal teacher realizes his limi- 
tations and makes an effort to re- 
move them rather than to eonoeal 
the fact, to their existence. It does 
no harm to confess ignorance, even 
of things that a teacher ought to 
know, but it is certainly a serious 
fault to tie content to remain ignor- 
ant. Figuratively speaking, in or 
der to cultivate in others a thipM for 
knowledge, it is surely desirable 
that the director geneial have a 
consuming thirst of that sort him- 
self. 

It would lie easy to enlarge upon 
this subiect, but wo have been con 
fined the discussion to the bounds 
of efficiency. Thai teacher who 
possesses these qualifications may 
certainly lie called an ideal teacher 
in that he will surely be well quali- 
fied to teach: 
Ability to teach. 
Sympathy with the learner. 
A sense of humor. 
Absence of any disposition to 

pose as omniscient, 

Desire to learn.

For an aot to amend "An Act to 
revise the law in relation to crimin- 
al jurisprudence," approved, March 
27th, 1874, in force, July 1, 1874, 
by adding there to an additional 
section to be knowu as section 
1042. 



Section 1. Be II enacted by the 
People of State of Illinois repre- 
sented in the General Assembly : 
That an Act entitled, " An Act to 
revise the law in relation lo crimin- 
al jurisprudence," approved, March 
27th, 1874, In force, July 1st, 1874, 
be amended by adding there to an 
additional section to be known as 
section 1042 and to read as foi 
lows : — 

Section 1042. Any person en- 
gaged in soliciting, procuring, at- 
tempting to solicit or procure 
money or other thing of value by 
lalsely pretending and representing 
himself to be blind, deaf, buinb, 
without arms or legs, or to be 
otherwise physically deficient or to 
be suffeiiuc from any physical 
defect or Infirmity, shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by 
imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than one month nor 
more than six months, or by a flue 
Of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
nor more than two hundred ($200) 
or by both flue aud imprisonment 
The above bill was devised and 
di awn by Dr. Haseustab aud Mr. 
Frank Johnson, President of the 
Pas-a Pas Club, and sent to Mr 
Hamilton hist February. M 1 ". John- 
son recently wrote to President 
O'Hara of the Senate, Speaker 
Shanahan of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and Chairman of the 
Senate and House Committee on Ju- 
dioiary urging them to induce the 
Legislature to nasi the Senate Bill 
239 In reply O'Hara said that he 
had read Mr. Johnson's vigorous 
lettei to the Senate and it had been 
refeired to the Committee.

On Jane i st of the present year, 
1 91 5, the census of New York State 
begins. It occurs every ten years 
and is the basis of the distribution 
of representation in the State Legis- 
lature. It is also the means by 
which the state government ascer- 
tains the increase in population and 
is required by the Constitution and 
by the laws of the state. 

CENSUS FOR STATISTICAL PURPOSES 
ONLY. 

Information sought will be used 
solelyjfor general statistical purposes. 
It will neither be published, nor used 
in any other way to disclose facts 
regarding any individual or enter- 
prise. The census is not, never has 
been, and cannot be employed to 
obtain information that can be used 
in any way in the assessment of 
property for purposes of taxation, 
for deportation, or extradition mea- 
sures, army or navy conscriptions, 
compulsory school attendance, child 
labor law prosecutions, or in any 
way affect the life, liberty or pro- 
perty of any persons. 

It has nothing whatever to do 
with the detection, arrest, prosecu- 
tion 'or punishment of any person for 
any suspected or actual violation of 
the law. 

CENSUS INQUIRIES DEPINBD BY LAW. 

The census inquiries are defined 
by law and the questions on the 
schedule are framed by the Secretary 
of State in conformity with that act. 
They apply to all persons living in 
the state on June 1st, next, " Census 
Day. ' ' The same questions are ask- 
ed about each person, who must an- 
swer all questions. 

THE C.UKSTIONS REGARDIN 
VS. 

The census law, with reference to 
population, requires that the enu- 
merators questions, shall, for each 
inhabitant, call for the name, rela- 
shipto head of family, color, age 
and sex, nativity, that is, if born in 
the United States or in a foreign 
country ; their citizenship, occupa- 
tion, trade or profession of, kind of 
work, whether employer or employee 
on June 1st; also inmates of institu- 
tions and infants under one year of 
age.
